THE EIGHTEENTH WARD. 
HOW THEY DID -fHINGS IN THE SECOND PRECINCT. 
Having obtaived information that attempts 
had been made on election day by certain par- 
ties acting in the interest of the Opposition 
ticket in general, and Cleary and Mulloy iu par- 
ticular, to cast, or cause to be cast, a number of 
illegal votes in the Second Precivct of the Eight- 
eenth Ward, a Tripune reporter searched closely 
for the fects, if such they were, and is enabied 
to spread the result before the public. The poll- 
ing-place was situated at No. 55 Chicago avenue, 
aud Michael Sullivan, W. Myers, and Peter 
Jobusen were appointed by the Couutv Board 
of Commissioners as judges. None of the 
gentlemen were Republicans, bat it has 
been learned that tbey acted as fairly 
as possible. At an early hour Ald. Swee- 
ney and a number of Opposition partisans 
put in an appearance at the poll, aud began to 
run affairs on tbe outside about as they pleased 
for Hesing’s benefit. Ove pernicious fellow, an 
hishman who had much of the brogue on his 
tongue, was conspicuous as a challengor, and a 
quiet Republican who was present says he 
challenged every Huck man who cawe up to 
vote, causing wuch delay and annoyance. 
THE HON. MR. ARWEDSON, 
one of Mr. Hesing’s supporters, who has been 3 
mere cipher in the Legisleture, was also con- 
spicuous as an O position challeoger and t.ccet- 
peddier. He tackied every Swede whom he sup- 
posed had a Republican ticket iu his baud when 
he was about to vote, and did all be could io 
prevent those of that nationality from exercising 
their right of suffrage. Ove wdignan: citizen 
ot Swedish birth produced bis papers aud 
voted for Huck and the others on che Repub- 
lican ticket, while a second had to go home for 
bis vaturalization papers, and a third—a good 
citizen—went off disgusted. Arwedson knew ait 
the time that the men were good, hard-workiug 
citizens, —one of them of fifteen years standing. 
Members of the Scandinavian Turner Society 
are aware that Mr. Arwedsou's connection with 
them as Secretary did not turn out to their 
hking. But that transaction the ormaviza- 
tion agreed to keep secret on certain political 
conditions. . 
One fellow come up to the window to vote, 
and, throwing in bis ballot, called on the judges 
to put it in the box. He was asked where be 
lived, and said in maudlin tones that his resi- 
dence was close by—about a block off. It re- 
quired a policeman to get him awav. Auotber 
tried to force his vote in by the same process, 
but the judges were honest, aud would not re- 
ceive it. There is positive information that one 
fellow attempted to repeat his vote a third time.

ITS POPSIBLE RETURN TO REPUBLICANISM. 

Rumors were current ou the street yesterday 
that the Staats- Zeitung will again become a Re- 
publican paper. It is well kuowu that, though 
Mr. Hesing has a large controlling and paying 
interest in the paper, his stock is still pledged to 
the baoks to secure what remains dae of the 

255,000 indedtedness of the Garden City Manu- 
facturing Company, for which ho became person- 
ally responsible some two years and a 
half ago. This was a year before the 
Company went into bankruptcy. From time to 
time Mr. Hesing has lifted this paper, as he was 
able, the banks acting very leniently with bim. 
It is said that Mr. Pietsch, Secretary and Busi- 
ness-Manager of the Slaals-Zeilung Company, 
owns a portion of the stock, but not a control- 
ling interest. His principles are reported to be 
decidediy Republican, and it is understood 
he would like to see the Zeitung 
sailing under the Republican ~ banver. 
Mr. Raster, the editor, controls but a small por- 
tion of the stock, aud Mr. Hesiog holds the major 
part still.

Greencbaum’s bank (the German National) holds 
some little of the Staats-Zeitung etock, but Mr. 
G. said he was not yet ready to go into the news- 
paper business. He was still a Republican, and 
thought that the Republican party ought to do 
al it could to hoid the German vote, and there 
was no reason why Chicago should not have 
from 7,000 to 9,000 Republican majority at each 
election. But,” said Mr. Greenebaum, 1 
don’t know anything about the Sfaats- Zei/unq or 
its stock.

Third We rd—in this ward the Reformers 

made a gal ut fight, but their ellcrts were of no 
avail. Ius“ andes of individual outrage were 
common and current, and flagrant outrages 
were com mitted upon them at almost every pre- 
cine. Capt. Jacob W. Hugg and 
Cage Manon Hugg ware attacked 
on Cm olma street by a furwns moo un- 
der th e leadership of the notorious King ruffian, 
Tora ’3arns, knocked down, and terribly beaten. 
Mr. ) William Stansbury, aged 60, had voted, and 
was standing near tae polls, when bis son, Mr. 
Wil am Thomas Stansbury, came up to abenk to 
bis father. They were set upon bya gang of 
Hir g rutlians, and most unmercifullv beaien. 
TD o aszailant in this case was Louis Coleman, a 
ny sgistrate. Coleman was arrested and taten to 
e station-house. but shortly afterwards re- 
beased. In the Ihird Precinet George Fiaherty 
‘voted the Ring ticket aud wont to the First Pre- 
cinct, there took the oath, ud voted again. Mr. 
Hezekiah Thomas challeng the vote, and of- 
fered to take oath that Fi aherty was a repeater. 
No notice was taxen of Mr. Thomas; when he 
ordered Officer Thomas Morlaud. No. 65, and 
Officer Davis, No. 10, to arrest him, but they 
both refused, 

Fourth Ward—The Reformers had been early 
driven from the polis, amd the well-trained and 
organized bande of Risg ruffians roamed from 
precinct to precinct, voting as often as they 
leased, uamoiesied. In this ward, Mr. Buck, a 

former, was struck and set upon by a crowd 
whilst attempting to vote his colored servant. 
Mr. Michael, the Keform Judge, ordered Police- 
man No. 59 to make an arrest, but he refused. 
Mr. W. J. Norton was also struck by a Riug rof- 
fian. The police were witnesses, but no attempt 
was made to arrest any one. ° 

So far as the four lower wards were concerned 
—from the First Precinct of the First Ward to 


the Vourth Precinct of the Fourth Ward—there 


was nota colored man permitted to approach 
the polls. Rufflanism and mob law reigned su- 
promne. The Reformers abandoned all hope early 
in the morning. The colored men were driven 
away from every precinct, aud the sight of one 
on the street was of rare occurrence. A walk 
through the streets where they live found them 
in w state of abject terror. ‘The police in almost 
every instance leagued in with the Rng, and on 
the slightess; pretext arrested and dragged Re- 
focmets away from the wiodows. Rudians of 
the Riog roamed about, armed with pistols and 
bludgeous, and attacking all koaown Reformers 
whom they met. Ina word, these wards—the 
First, Second, Third, and Fourth Warde—were 
entirely given up early in the morpiug to gangs 
of rufians, who made them a scece of violence 
and terrorism. 

Fifth Ward—The Ring went to work to carry 
the Fifth Ward yesterday ainst the Reform 
majority which it gave on Wednesday. Thea 
tae stutliog of the ballot-boxes was not suih- 
cient to do more than reduce its righiful Reform 
majority of 300 to less than 50. but yeaterday it 
was carried by the tog by cramming the boxes 
with fraudulent votes and driving Reformers 
away from the polls. The colored voters who 
dated to approach the polis were beaten, and 
they soon gave up any attempt to vote. The 
most of them in this ward vote in the First Pre- 
inet. Early in tbe day a gang of Ring ruffians 
from the Eiguth Ward came over and took pos- 
seasion of the polis. The colored meu formed id 
line, and had commenced voting when the row- 
dies made an attack on them, ordemng them to 
leave. Some few showed resistance, and at once 
six ot them were kuocked down. The police 
were appealed to, but they simply laughed about 
it, and vot ove of the Ring rafiians was arrested. 
As they couid obtain no protection, they left the 
pulls, aud the ruffians took possession, About 9 
o'clock some came back, and were again 
attacked. As they came up to the pulls they 
were fired into and chased across to Belair 
Commons, which for a few momeats were black 
with 2 John Myland, a Ring raffian, drew 
his prstol on a colored man, when the latter 
turned on him and cut him with a kuife on the 
arm. Then the raitiams roamed through the 
vicinity, knocking down every colored man who 
dared show bis face. In the afternoon the ruf - 
fians charged on a party of colored men 
ou Orleans street, aud in the firing at 
them James Brown was chot through the 
nose. The police were informed over and over 
agaio of the rufianism, but pot one of them 
would dare to arrest the lung rowdies. This is 
the ward in which Mr. Fasselbaugh, President 
of the Board of Police aoa cabo a riper acd 
be was especially char with the duty of car- 
rying it for the Ring. Between 3 and 4 o'clock a 
furious assault was made upon a number of coi- 
ored men in the vicinity of the Beiair Market, 
who were pursued by a mob of infuriated rut- 
Haus, armed with pistols, clubs, and stones, ail 
of which were freely used. Several of the un- 
fortunate victims were severely hurt, and one 
poor feilow who took refuge in à vard was de- 
liberately stoned by the brare champions of the 
Ring, ehilet the police were conveniently ab- 
gent or failed to see anything objectionabie in 
the sportiveness of their friends of the Fifth 
Ward.

They came in a body up West street a few min- 
ntes before the voting began. When they ar- 
rived a number of Ring roughs were present, 
and shortly sfterwards a disturbance occurred 
between ove of them aud a colored mau named 
Levin Dorsey, who was pushed out of the line. 
A fight followed, and the Ring rufflan com- 
menced firing. From this moment the fight be- 
came general. Pistols were diawn, and a des- 
berate affray ensued. After firing about fifty 
shots, the colored men retreated down Wes: street 
to Peach alley, followed by the rougas, wao 
ec utiuued fuing. People who witnessed the at- 
fair state positively that the police took sides with 
the Ring mob and fired oo the blacks. On reach- 
ing Peach a ley the colored men separated and 
ned in ail directions. The rufflans continued ia 
pursuit. shooting at every colored person they 
saw. Eight persons were shot aod more or less 
injured ; and several others were tetrioly beat- 
en. One of the most remarkable features of 
the day was that, although a large number of 
persous were shot aud shockiogly beaten in this 
ward, not a single arrest was made on either of 
those charges by the police. 

The Northeastern—In the northeastern part 
of the city, composed of the Sixth, Seventh, and 
Eighth Wards, many small ügbts oecurred, but 
nothing of a serious nature. Threats, in imida- 
tions. insults, and violence were used to pre- 
veot the Reformers from holding tickets at the 
polls, and those who had been holdiug them put 
them in their pockets and kept them out of 
sight, fearing bodily injury. This violence was 
successful iu preventing a large number of Re- 
form vo.os from being cast, and many left the 
polis, couipeteiy disgusted, without having yot- 
ed at all. A tew had the nerve and courage to 
insist upon their rights as citizens, and were 
pretty roughly handied.

was asked concerning one which he bad not 
mentioned. He looked upat his questioners, 
then straigutening out his right arm, he drew it 
around iu a buge circular movement, as much as 
to Bay:

It was Peko, not Ljubioratich, who volunteer- 
ed to conduct the vi-ito s to the rellquary which 
the rude insurgents had formed in a wild vook 
of the mountain passes near the camp. As any 
one familar with the history of Turkey in 
Europe knows, it has from the earliest times 
been the custom of victors iu battle to cut off 
the heads of their enemies.

A BRUTAL FATHER,

Elie Crucily Beats Fits Own Sou- And 
then Stabs Elim Five Times aud

But to-day Chicago can 
boast of a father who cannot be discounted in 
cruelty by any other in the land. It is the old, 
old story of a vindictive, prejudiced step-mother 
aad child, and if all that the child states is true, 
the Penitentiary is altogether too good a place 
for the remainder of either of their lives. Last 
Friday evening a little boy named Felix Dager 
went to his bome in a bovel Op Cleaver street. 
near Blackhawk, after his usual daily vagabond 
life in the streets. Seeing no supper ready, he 
asked for food, and this simple question so en- 
raged his brutal father that he began to beat the 
poor litle fellow unmereifully. Finding his 
strength not equal to cruelty, he drew his 
pocket-knife and jabbed the blade deep into the 
boy's head, just above the right eye. The boy 
raised his hand to ward off a second blow, 
and received it ou the right band, between the 
thumb and forefinger, cutting the cords of the 
hand completely. Still boiling «ith passion, the 
unnostural sinner plunged the knife successively 
into the bey’s neck, leg, and stomach, making in 
ali five severe ard exceedingly painful wounds. 
Then be crusbed his legs with his arms and 
sprained the little fellow’s knee in a shocking 
manner. To save himself further injury, little 
Fell fled from the house. Just as he was go- 
ing out tbe door he was kicked down the steps, 
aud landing on his head was badly cut on a 
sharp stone. In this condition, and without 
even so much as a bandage around any of bis 
wounds, Felix wandered hither and thither, 
seeking food by night, and hiding himself for 
sleep under sidewalks by day. He dared not 
show himself, 80 afraid was he that 
he would be returned to bis parents. During 
six long days and nights be wandered thus. 
uptil at last his wounds became so painful from 
inflammation that he was forced to find shelter. 
Paul Rice, of No. 4 Green place, lound him wan- 
dering in à crazy stupor, and brought him 
to bis home, and gave him proper care. 

At 9:30 last evening he reported the 
case. at the Chicago Avenue Station. 

Oltlicers Miller and Larson were at once detailed 
to investigate the case. They visited the boy 
and learned from him the full particulars of bis 
horrible treatment. He told them how, on vari- 
Ous occasions, he had beew locked up, starved, 

and beaten by his unnatural parents, and 
recited all the eruelties which the dev- 
iltry of a stepmother could alone invent. 

He showed them bis body covered with 
bruises, and sears of former injuries. The 

officers called ia Dr, Mohr to attend the suffer- 

er and pass an opinion on the character of the 

wounds. He dressed the cuts on the boy’s stom- 

ach, leg, head, and neck, and although all are 

terribly inflamed from lack of attendance, he is 


The boy when discovered by Mr.

Virginia City Chronicle, Oct, 28. 

The energy of the business men of the city 
is extraordinary, Before the wrecks of their 
three and four story brick buildings are done 
smoking they have set small armies of laborers 
at work to clear away the rubbish and run up 
temporary shanties. Stuck up within a few feet 
of red-hot, smoldering piles of debris are littie 
written notices informing the public that So- 
and-so & Oo. are not by any means dead yet, 
and will resume business in a day or two. Oth- 
ers, still more enterprising, have had lumber 
hauled to the ground, aud are, with all dispatch, 
erecting frame buildings and preparing to begin 
business again at the earliest possible moment. 
On C street, the Lafayette Market ran up a shed 
yesterday, aud last nignt and to-day have been 
doing a rushing business in chops and steaks. 
The “Snug” saloon has reopened in a little 
corner of this shanty, and over a bar, formed of 


ginia sufferers at the geperous tariff of 1 bit per 
drink. 
HOW THE PEOPLE LIVE. 

The restaurants are doing a rushing trade, and 
in those of the rawbone variety the improve- 
ment in the class of customers proves that the 
fire, while leveling brick and stone, did equally 
effective work on the social lines. Gas being 
one of the departed luxuries, caadies in elegant 
sticks composed of small blocks of wood and 
three nails grace the tables of the eating-bouses; 
waiters are saucy and excited, and the impor- 
tauee of the proprietors can only be equaled by 
the dignity of a special policeman. Homeless 
people who on the night before had camped on 
the hillsides, in the old tunnels, and bivouacked 
behind bowlders and piles of sage-brush, devoted 
the hours yesterday to search for more comfort- 
able quarters, and generally succeeded. Every 
house in town is a sort of barrack. ‘The spare 
beds are all double-loaded, of course, and half the 
population sleep on shake-dowas, eat where 
they cap, aod keep up av amazing cheerfulness. 

Tbe few saloons remaining of the prosperous 
hundreds of Monday did at emendous business. 
Mixed drinks were generaliy barred, as the 
press of custom allowed no time for such com- 
piustions, and the Virginia sufferers had to con- 
teut themselves wita uncompiomising straights. 

VIRGINIA UNDER MARTIAL EAW. 

The sufferers were deprived of even their 
whisky after 8 o'clock, for at that bour Gen. 
Jobo B. Winters detaiied squads of men, who 
marched aboat the streets, perempterily closiug 
ail the saloons. Ihis move, though rather sum- 
mary, was a good one. A great many men had 
taken more liquer than was good for them, and 
figits were becoming t o freyaent for the com- 
fort of sober citizens. ‘The military took entire 
charge of the tuwn aud preserved property from 
thieves, who were pumerous, aud durivg the 
day earr.ed off a good aeai of property from the 
sites of burning buildings.

RELIEF.

Hot 
coffee, bread, bam, beef, and other substantial 
viauds, were being dealt out in abundance, and 
were being eaten in many instances with an 
eagerness which showed bow much they were 
needed. Those who came aud reported needy 
women or children on their bands were given a 
eackful of provisions to Carry away with them. 
Starving Cuipamen fared as well as any, and 
were on hand bythe dozen. Yesterday fully 2,000 
persons were relieved, and to-day it is 
probable that a still larger number will make ap- 
plication. Carson, the first to come to the 
rescue of the people of this city, is to be credited 
with ali the food and other creature comforts 
distributed yeste:day and this morpivg. Several 
car loads of cooked provisions arrived thence 
yesterday, and more this mooning. Included in 
these welcome stores were 1,000 pounds of 
cooked bam and 300 loaves of bread. The State 
Fron, the Orphan Home, anda large number 
of private bakeries aod kitchens, were kept fun- 
ning all night on these and other supplies, Jo- 
day two wagon-loads of blaukets, a large 
quantity of potatoes, two chests of tea, and 
ocher provisious too various to mention, arrived 
from Sacramento, and Mr. Moses informed the 
reporter that there was enough on hand to sup- 
ply all comers until to-morrow morning, before 
which time, of course. a large supply will have 
come in from San Francisco and other points. 
From Maryesviile, for instance, a supply of 
blankets is on the road; and, altogether, the 
outlook is cheerful enough to warrant the belief 
that no one in Virginia need suffer hunger who 
will apply to the relief committees.

THE FUPURE OF VIRGINIA CITY.

Virginia City will be rebuilt in better style 
than before. The old town grew up slowly. 
Most of the houses were built by persons who 
had neither movey nor confidence in the future. 
It was a common opinion that the Comstock 
Lode would be exhausted, as many hydraulic 
claims had been in California, aod in a few years 
the town might be deserted. The houses were 
not adapted to the demands. Hotels, dwelli 
stores, and offices generally were not built with 
either sufficient solidity or regard for comfort. 
The town has now a secure foundation, and 
within two years—perhaps befoie the end of 
next year—wili be bandsomer and a better place 
to live in than ever before. 


winter, with its bitter cold and frequent 
storms, will ive men to provide 
shauties, on sites where solid stone 
or brick buildings would go up if 


the season would allow the mechanics to work 
steadily in the open air fora ter months. Al- 
though the latitude w only 39 degrees 20 miu- 
oles, or 100 miles north of Sau Francisco, vet on 
account of its elevation—6,000 feet above the 
sea—iis winters are severe, almost as cold as 
those of New York. The mean temperature of 
Jauuary is about 30 degrees, and the thermom- 
eter goes below the freezing point ueariy every 
night m winier. Ice sometimes hes in the 
streets for weeks ata time, the slight thaw at 
mid-day making little impression upon the heaps 
of enow that are drifted or thrown together after 
a storm. Tbe wmds blow with g eat violence in 
winter, aud add tothe severity of the climate. 
The expense of building is much greater in win- 
ter than in sum er. and eit is not considered ad- 
visa bie to build of brick or stone when the mor- 
tar is exposed to freezing. Between the demand 
for immediave eccommodation and the dillicuity 
of providing substantial buildiogs, a compromise 
of shanties will in many cases be accepted as un- 
avoidable. with the expectation of replacing them 
with duraDie situctures bext Bammer.

It is possible that the time will 
come in the future when the exploration works 
will be kept so far in advance of the slopes that 
each of the large mines will have a continuous 
supply of ore running steadily from year to 
year ; but even tbis would not prevent the ten- 
dency of the business to be most active in the 
vicinity of the shafts and mills, which on ac- 
count of being most productive, give employ- 
ment to the greatest numberof men.

Col. Wing then returned to Maine and re- 
ported the result of his — to the bank

poiutment of a Receiver by the Court was then 
pending, it was decided to wait until the ap- 
bomment was made, as it was necessary that 
the Receiver in whose bands the affairs of the 
bank woald be placed should act in conjunction 

with the Trustees, 

After the Receiver was appointed the action of 
the Trustees was reported to him aud met with 
his sanction. He then obta ned an order from 
the Court autborizing him to offer a reward not 
exceeding $10,000 for the recovery of such 
assets as were set forth in his petition to the 
Court, which covered all securities embraced in 
the schedule of property which the robb-rs pro- 
posed to return. The eiver thea designated 
Col. Wing to proceed with his negotiatious with 
the robbers’ agent, and gave him legal authority 
and furoished the necessary funds (#10,000) to 
redover the stolen provert ether with mak- 
ing an agreement to the effect t the Trustees 
of the bank should return to him the stolen 
property recovered, or in failure of which the 
$10,000 should be returned. 

Thus authorized and prepared, Col. Wing 
then left for Philadeiphia on the 25th of the 
Present month. On his arrival he at once found 
Tagrart, who, as soon as practicable, communi- 
cated by telegraph with the robbers’ agent, who, 
it appears, was then in New York City, inform- 
ing him of Col. Wing’s presence, and that he 
was prepared to carry out the arrangement 
through him that had been suggested, and re- 
questng a time and place fora meeting. A re- 
ply wes soon received that he (the agent) would 
meet them on the evening of the 27tn at the St. 
Nicholas Hotel in New York, 

This afternoou Col. Wing and Taggart left for 
New York, and that evening, alone, Taggart met 
the agem at the St. Nicholas Hotel. where, dur- 
ing their interview, the previous arrangement 
was agreed upon ; aleo a time and place for a 
meeting that same evening, when the stolen 
—— should be delivered into the hands of 

aggart, and by him placed in the possession of 
Col. Wing, who in return should hand over the 
$10,000 m payment therefor to Taggart, who 
should give the same to the agent. 

The place of meeting fixed upon was up town, 
in a email back room, up two flights of stairs in 
a butiding occupied as a saloon. At the hour 
designated, Col. Wing and Taggart were prompt- 
ly on the spot, where, after waiting a few min- 
utes. @ knock on the door of the apartment in 
which they were seated was heard, and on being 
tola to “come in” the robbers’ agent appeared, 
his presence there being in accordance with a 
previous requirement by Col. Wing. Ia his band 
he held a package. It was noticed at once that 
the man was not tbe same person whom Col. 
Wing saw in Philadelphia. He entered the room 
with a sideways movement, leaving the door par- 
tially open. It was evident that he did not wish 
to be recognized. He bad on athick, heavy 
overcoat, with the collar drawn up around his 
neck, and wore a soft hat drawn well down over 
his head. He held a white handkerchief to his 
face, which completely concealed his features, 
with the excepi.on of his eyes, and these he did 
not fix on Col. Wing, but kept looking downward 
during his bref stay. 

Advancing to Mr. Taggart, be asked (appa- 
rently iu an altered voice) if he held the money. 
Taggart then turned to Col. Wing and requested 
him to pass it over, which he id. The package 
handed to Taggart contained the #10,000, all of 
the denomiuation of $100 bills, whieh Col. Wing 
had previously drawn from he Western National 
Bank of Philslelphia. ona draft wach be had 
obteined in New York City, through the house 
of C. M. Bailer, in exchange for a draft on Bos- 
ton, drawn by the National Bank of Winthrop, 
which he bad taken with him from nome. Waen 
Taggart received the package Col. Wing request- 
ed him to count if aud at the same tune to hoid 
it until the package which the robbers’ agent had 
brought with him had been examined. After 
Taggart had counied the money and pronounced 
it ali right, the robbers’ agent inatautiy left the 
room. Col. Wing then commenced looking over 
the package. which occupied nearly two 

as he wae particular to have 
which it was found to contain 
correspond with the schedule of the 
stolen property he had with him. In the ex- 
amination the package was found to be all right, 
everything being returned as had been agreed 
upon. During bis examination Col. Wing found 
that, unexpectedly to him, the bonds were un- 
injured by the explosion at the time the safe 
was robbed, although he had been assured by 
the robbers’ agent beforehand that they were all 
well preserved. 

After Col. Wing had expressed himself satis- 
fled with his examination, Taggart then stepped 
out, and, as it appears, found ais man end paid 
over to him the $10,000. Col. Wing then te- 
turned to the St. Nicholas with the recovered 
property, which he immediately deposited in the 
safe of that hotel, where it remained until be 
left for Maine, which was on the afternoon of 
the following day. He reached Win.hrop in the 
afternoon train of Friday last, where he deposit- 
ed the returned property in the safe of the Na- 
tional Bank, from witch it bad been taken 
Originally. That evening the oflicers of the 
bauk Ramined it and found it ali right. The 
market value of the bonds recovered is $50,0Qv. 

In the recovery of this property che assets of 
the bunk will be largely angmented, so that such 
a handsome percentage will be paid to depositors 
that their !oxs will be comparatively ma l. 

The robbers have undoubtedly made some 
$30.000 in all out of the transaction, wiich 
amount includes the $10,000 paid over to them 
lor the restitation of the bonds, leaving some 
$20,000 im ecurreney and Government bonds 
which they did not return, which amount is di- 
vided about equally in loss between the National 
and the Savings Bank. 


HOS BY-RIDING. 


Lecture by Dr. J. G. Motlana in the 
Star Course. 

Dr. J. G. Rolland ( Timothy Titcomb”) lec- 
tured in the Star Course last evening in Plym- 
outh Congregational Church, corner of Michizan 
avenue and Twenty-sixth street. He was intro- 
duced to the immense audience by the Rev. Dr. 
W. Alvin Bartlett, who was brief but compli- 
mentary in the performance of his duty. 

Dr. Holland, after some preliminary obser- 
vations, said that he had come there 
to lecture on Hobby- Riding,“ or 
specialties, because the age of speciaities was 
approaching, if it had not already arrived. The 
first question asked by the average Englishman 
on hearing of a man was, What is his hobby?” 
There was more reason in the interrogation than 
might appear on the surface, although a man 
might often be misjuded on this same hob- 
by-riding. For example, the puoy boy. 
having no pluck to fight,—afraid of his 
shadow,—delighted in swords and the 
sound of firearms at a safe distance. 
A man afraid of horses often made a hobby of 
horse-racing. Buta man should not be judged 
by bis eccentricities, for they might be at vari- 
ance witb bis talents or his tastes. One thing 
was pretty well defined, that a man could be 
great only io one special line. In his experience 
of twenty years’ lecturing before the American 
people he (Dr. Holland) ever found them willing 
to listen to anything bearing on the practical 
side of life. Existence was so brief, and 
experience so dearly bought, that a man bad 
really no time to learn more than one branch of 
knowledge well. The average American was 
the busiest creature in the world, bad less 
lewu:e thav any other mortal, aud attempted to 
spread himself over so many branches of 
ecience, art, and literature that we had become 
a pation of smatterere 

Yet all history showed that the world would not 
allow a man to be great, except in some one line. 
Sir Philip Siduey was at once a poet, a soldier, a 
statesman, and a cavalier, but he was only re- 
membered as the Soest entleman of his age, not 
having devoted timeelf to anything special. 
Ruskin delighted the world with bis criticism 
upon art, but if be wrote a treatise upon poli- 
tics the world would open its eyes in wonder, or 
its mouth in hter. Our oo Emerson 
would be regarded as a great poet if 
he were not the foremost of our philosophers. 
Milton was a great statesman, but he was re- 
membered asa poet. Coleridge was a profound 
theologian, but did his fame rest upon that? 
Dickens and Thackeray wrote graceful verses, 
but they were only great as novelists. 80 
spectaities ruled the world. 

During the last century art and science 
had 80 that people of 
the old school could no er connt 
the planets, and hand-books of science more 
than five years old became absolutely useless 
witbout revision. Among the scholars, the 
specialists were always those distinguished from 
the herd. Take apy branch of learuing—philoso- 
phy, hwtory, geology, criticism. theology, and 
the rest, in these the specialist was ever the 
man who attracted tue attention of the universe. 
The lecturer gave several examples Humboldt, 
Nelaton, etc.—by way of fliustration. - 

He said that the morning newspaper had be- 
come an indispensible agent to civilization. It 
visited every house, was read in every family, 
and had come to stay. had the magazine. 
No family couid shat oat either the new 
the magazine, or the novel without —＋ 4 — out 
civilization. The pre of the world hm 


n 1 exceptions to this rule; and 


this, in a great measure, accounted for the nar 
rowpess and bigotry of some natures, 

There was a great difference between know. 
edge and culture, as exemplified by the contrast 
between the young woman of 18 or 20, just re- 
returned from her boarding-school,—if a good 
one,—and the young man come of age, just re- 
turnea from his college. Tne lady was cultured, 
retined, elegant, easy in her manners and an or- 
nament to society, The young man, on the 
other hand, was awkward and angular, possessed 
of much knowledge but of little or uo elegance. 
Why was this? Because the msthetic side of 
the woman's nature had been cultivated from 
infancy, while his had been neglected. She was 
among the birds and the flowers, while he wes 
masteriog Greek roots or developing his rude 
strength in out-door exercise. Wotan’ ‘a mis- 
sion was to fefine tue world, to soften the rude- 
ness of man and harmonize him to the ways of 
grace and of beauty. After some very beauti- 
ful illustrative remarks, Dr. Holland concluded 
amid much epplause.

THE BIBLE I IN THE SCHOOLS. 


A School-Teacher Putting Out a Cath- 
ollie Priest—Mr. Arthur Day’s Ex- 
perience as a Teacher in the Pubiic 
School of Newtown, Conn. 

Hew York Sun, Nor, 3. 

Newtown, Conn., has a very large Catholic 
population, and though the Protestants are 
slignily in the majority, they are chiefly oid 
setilors, and of the forty-seven children attend- 
ing school thirty are Catholics. About two yerrs 
ago the Rey. Father MeCartin went from New 
Haven to Newtown, and there found a Catholic 
teacher taking charge of the school. That was 


‘ 


satisfactory to Father McCartin. Monday. Oct. 
11. was the first dav of the current term, and Mr. 
Arthor Day, Jr., sou of a New Haven Baptist 
minister, took charge of the schobl. On Wednes- 
day, Oct. 18, the school-bell rang at the usual 
hour, and, after the children bad assembled. 
Father McCartin entered and saluted Mr. Day. 
Tho teacher invited him to tare his seat, but the 
clergyman declined, and sat down among the 
children. Air. Day read a portion of the dcrip- 
tures, and was about ty begin the repetition of 
the Lord's prayer, but Father McCartin inter- 
rapted him to ask by what authority he read the 
Bible in a public school. 

Mr. Day replied that he was authorized by the 
Board of Education to open the schoo! as he 
had dove, and the priest said there was no law 
to support bim im such a course. Hot words 
followed, and Mr. Day says that Father McCartin 
called hrm a liar twiee, Finally the clergeman 
addressed himself to the Roman Catholic 
children, and desired them to pay no attention 
to the Scriptures if the teacher should read them 
in future, but to go on with ther et died’ ad ling 
that if Mr. Day should punish them he would ex 
pect them to complain to him. He then went 
out, and Mr. Day followed lum to the door and 
told him he was master of ‘the school, and m- 
tended to carry it out as he bad been authorized 
to do, and would not permit any interference. 
If Father McCartin interrudted the opening 
services again, be said, he would put bim out by 
force if necessary. 

Thé clergyman replied contemptuously, and 
Mr. Day, going beck to his desk, repeated the 
Lord's Prayer ‘as ueual. Later in tho day he 
spoke to members of the Beard of Education 
aud to several other influential men of the dis- 
trict, and was encouraged to read the Scriptures 
and repeat the Lord's Prayer on opening school. 
In the evening he called upon Father MeCartin 
and told him what bad been said in relation to 
the reading of the Ble. The facier, Mr. Dar 
says, seemed to acquiesce, aud said he would 
not interfere again. ‘There was no further 
trouble that week, and on S«turday, Oct. 
Board of Kducation passed the following: 


Reseleed, That it is perfectiy pr« 5 r for any teacher | 


of a public school of this town to open school by read- 
ing the Bible without note or count, and to; 
serve order while exercising such right, Any interier- 
ence therewith would be an in ‘rusion. 

On Friday, Oct. 22, when Mr. Day was about 
to open school, he noticed that the shutters bad 
been opened in the night by cutting away te 
fasten ngs, aod that his Bible bad been stolen 
from his desk. He sent to his house, procured 
another book, and read a portion of Scrip:ure as 
usual, That evening the leaves of the stolen 
Bible were found scattered along the road pear 
bis house. 

Ona Monday last a climax was reached. When 
Mr. Day arrived at the school-bouse he noticed 
that the children inthe play ground were not 
playing together as usual. The Catholics had 
separated from the Protestants and were play- 
ing alone. When they entered the schooi-house 
the former at once began to study, paying no 
attention to the Scripture which Mr. Day was 
reading. The teacher desired them to lay aside 
their books, and thev asked leave to withdraw. 
Mr. Day told them they could go if they wished, 
but that all wao remained must attend to the 
opening services. All the Catholic children then 
went out, and the school was opened in the 
ordmary way. 

Soon afterward Father McCartin entered with 
the Catholic children. After they had taken 
their seats he told them, as before, that when 
the Bible was read in their hearing they must 
pay no attention to ., but go on with their 
studies. Mr. Day said he would not allow any 
man to interfere with his conduct of the school 
as authorized by the Board of Educatiou ; there 
fore he desired Father Meartin to go out of the 
room. The Father continued to speak to the 
children without seeming to hear the teacher. 
Then Mr. Day approached lum, and said if he 
did not withdrew he would eject him forcibly. 

Father McCartin is a large, powerful Irisnman, 
about 85 years of age; Mr. Day a somewhat 
delicate and comparatively small New Euglaud- 
er, much younger. Hence, when the priest de- 
fied the teacher to lay hands upon him, few of 
the students doubted what the result of a per- 
sonal encounter would be. Nothing dauuted by 
the physical advantages of his opp ment. how- 
ever, Mr. Day proceeded to put his threat into 
execution. 

Fatber McCartam struck at the assailant as he 
spproached, but dexterously stopping the blow, 
Mr. Day closed with him. A vigoroup acufite 
eusued in the echool-room, the children looking 
on sppalled. The schoolmaster forced the 


priest toward the door, and with a sudden and 


uvezpected exertion of strength tlirust him 
down the steps, Father MeCactin fell, splitting 
bis trousers at the knees, tearing bis clerical 
eoat, and besoiling his person generally in New- 


The spectacle of the failen clergyman demor- 
alized . children of both persuasions. ‘The 
docr was occupied by the combataat, so, taking 
the only means of egress left to them, they e:- 
ca u the windows and fled to their 


homes. 

But Father McCartin was not eonquered. He 
arose infuriated, and again attacked the teacher. 
The latter thrust him back, and at that moment 
several stalwart supporters of the clergyman 
arrived with the evident intention of wreakiug 
vengeance upon Mr. Day. The teacher was in a 
crit.cal position, but be was not diseouraged. 
He told them that be bad only asserted his un- 
doubted right, and that hey would get into 
trouble if they molested bim. Iu short, he 
** held the foe in play” untila party of bis own 
friends arrived. Then the combat was kita 
some difticn’ty prevented from becoming gen- 
eral. At last the rival factions dispersed, but 
the school was closed that day, for the ebiidren 
could not be induced to return. 

On Tuesday moruing a mob collected sround 
the school-hoase, and at first hindered Mr. Day 

. Dateman, the school com- 
state of affairs, went to look 


the door, and called the children in. 
ceeded to open school by reading the Bibie, sod 
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insistod on every one laying aside books and at- 
tending. The demonstrations from the people 
outside then became 80 threateni that the 
Clerk of the district, chief officer in the absence 
of the “ Commitiee,” ordered the teacher to al- 
low the Catholic children to pursue their studies 
while the Bible was being read. Mr. Day bad no 
choice but to obey, aud a resolution assed a few 
hours afterwards by the Board Education 
made the order perpetual. 

Public opinion in Newtown is unquestionably 
in tavor of Mr. Day, for, tbouzh probably all the 
Catholics aad some of the Protestants congratu- 
late Faiher McCartin upon his victory, the ma- 
jority of the peo; ole think that the concession 
wrung from the Board of Education is only pre- 
paratory to the total abolitioa of Diblo-r 
in the school. 

On Tuesday night, while Mr. Day was making 
some purchases in astore 1 Newtown, a mob 
of young men and boys co lected outside and in- 
sulted bim. They were driven away, but while

Longevity of Veterans of 1812. 
Worcester Spy. 

The extraordinary longevity of the survivors 
of the war of 1512 is certainly a curious fact well 
worthy of potice. That was not a great war; 
not many troops were engaged, and no very large 
Foro mustered into the service of the United 
States, and the war came to an end almost sixty- 
one years ago. Yet the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions reports 15,875 survivors of that war on the 
rolis of the Pension Office. Very few, indeed, 
of these can be lees than 80 years of age, and 
the number must be vearly if not quite 10 per 
cent of the whole force mustered for service. 
If the veterans of the late war ofthe rebellion 
prove so tenacious of life, nearly 200,000 of trem 
will survive in the year 1926. We should be very 
glad to believe that all of them would live much 
longer than that, but we cannot expect it, for it 
is against the couree of nature. It is hard to re- 
sist the cooviction that a large share of the 15,- 
000 veterans of 1812 are impostors.

The closeness of the vote in New York and 
Wisconsin still leaves an opportunity for the 
Democrats to claim a victory.

Recent cable dispatches reviewing the 
oreadstauffs trade in Europe have referred 
briefly to the poor crops in Russia as being 
likely to affect the markets to a greater or 
less extent. Late English papers give a far 
gloomier picture, declaring that the prospects 
in Russia for the coming winter are really 
slarming, and that famine is feared in the 
agricultural districts. It is said that not only 
the cereals, but root crops of all kinds, are al- 
most a total failure, and that this condition 
of things is found not in widely separated 
localities, as has been the case in former

We publish this morning the full text of 
an opinion by the Illinois Supreme Court in 
the case of The People vs. The Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Kailroad—e case involving 
the question of the power of the people, 
through the Railroad and.

THE GREAT RAILWAY COMBINATION, 

The new schedule of freigut-rates adopted 
by the four great through lines to the East 
has gone into operation. We think this

A year ago, the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
| Company completed its direct route to Chi- 


another to New York. Its rivals combining, 
it was deprived of its route to New York, and 
was confined to its southern line. The Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad opened a new mar- 
ket; it offered the merchants of Baltimore 
and Chicago a new place in which to buy and 
sell. It offered the great Northwest an At- 
lantic port in which to trade, relieving them 
of the necessity of dealing in New York. 
There was not a village in all the Northwest 
where the opening of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad was not greeted with intense satis- 
faction. It broke the long existing monop- 
oly. 

But the managers of the new route seem 
to ignore the very evident fact that the suc- 
cess and prosperity of that road are bound 
up in the success and prosperity of Balti- 
more. It is essentially a Baltimore road, and 
when it caters for business to New York it 
operates as directly against the commerca of 
Baltimore as does the New York Central. 
The Western States have ceased to look upon 
New York as the only place with which to 
trade. In many lines of import and of ex- 
port Baltimore is of greater convenience than 
New York. The West produces heavily in 
many lines of articles in which Baltimore has 
a large export trade, and which trade is capa- 
ble of indefinite expansion. 

Now comes the combination of the north- 
ern railways to charge rates of freight from 
Chicago to the Atlantic which will enable 
those companies to pay interest and divi- 
dends on a large accumulation of fraudulent 
debts and watered stocks. The Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad Company was in quite a dif- 
ferent financial condition. -With a debt and 
a capital stock of only 828, 000, 000, secured 
by asurplus fer exceeding that amount, it 
was not under the necessities which pressed 
upon companies having four to five times 
that amount of debt and liabilities, and with- 
out any surplus. Ihe country was prepared 
to accept it as a model company, to whose 
standard and system of finance all other com- 
panies would eventually be brought, if they 
expected to compete with this Railroad Com- 
pany, which opened to ihe fifteen millions of 
people of the Western States a new route to 
the Atlantic and a large commercial city as 
a new market. But the management of the 
new route has succumbed. It has united 
with the other trunk limes and adopted their 
tariff of freights, thus uniting with them in 
an extortion from which the country expect- 
ed that road to deliver it. 

Last winter the shipment of grain from the 
West to the East was continuous, but the 
reason was the comparatively moderate rate of 
freight exacted. If the combination expect 
that like shipments will take place during 
this year under the advanced rates of freight, 
they will discover the mistake before the sea- 
son has progressed very far. 

The West is comparatively prosperous. 
The whole crop has been liberal. Money 
is universally abundant and obtainable at 
low interest. There is no occasion to hurry 
grain forward, and to keep it in the West 
until navigation opens offers a large margin 


of proit when compared with ship- 
ments at the rates of freight estab- 
lished by the combination. ‘the power 


of the railroads to reduce the price of grain 
in Chicago by an advance of freighis no 
longer exists. An advance of freights has 
the single effect of reducing the amount sold 
for shipment by ral. The grain will remain 
here at Chicago prices, and the railroads will 
have to settle their freights with the 
purchasers at the Eastern ends of their lines. 
Ihe railroad companies may exact higher 
rates, but the property moved will be of less 
weight. Upon them rests the responsibility 
of piling up grain in Western warehouses 
and running empty trains. The power to 
coerce shipments has long since been broken, 
aud the West can calmly wait until trans- 
portation is resumed by the reduction of 
weights. In the meantime, Baltimore, 
abandoned by its own road and subordinated 
by it to New York, is as remote from and 
disconnected with the West as if the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad had never been com- 
pleted to Chicago.

THE STRUGGLE WITH THE DEVII-FISH. 

It is well to recall the obetacles which the 
citizens and tax-payers of Cook County sur- 
mounted in the recent loca! election, in order 
to fully appreciate the value and maguitude 
of the victory. It was, as we said in advatme, 
a desperate struggle with n huge political 
devil-fish, whose tentacles were fastened upon 
every branch of the City and County Govera- 
ment. Some of the elememis utilized in be- 
half of the Devil-Fish ticket may be particu- 
larized with advantage : 

1. There were all the county officers and 
their employes. The County Treasurer was 


as the latter, it was claimed, had given him 
his place two years before. The County 


Clerk— a Communistic d@sperado, who 
would stop short of notigng essential to 
success—had packed his office with 


supernumerary employes at the cost of the 
tax-payers, that they might vontribu te of the 
public moneys paid them to the campaign 
fund, and give their votes to the cause. 
The Sheriff's office was turned lobe to do 
service in the campaign and on election day in 
the shoulder-hitting department. ‘the Coun- 


the law for the benefit of the men who re- 
tained it. The Ring in the Cowaty Board 
whipped in all the contractors, ad forced 
them to give freely of their mony and in- 
fluence, and to compel all their em doyes and 
laborers to vote on the side of the L evil-Fish. 
Every department of the county service, ad- 
ministrative amd clerical, employed, all the 
agencies at command in the interest of the 
Devil-Fish ticket. 

2. For the first time in the history of this 
county, there was a special prec ict estab- 
lished for the voting of the paupers, idiots, 
and insane miserables supportial by the 
county. These wretched tramps and strays, 
not a tenth of whom were legal voters, were 
marshaled under the leadership of the willing 
tool Kunzmr. Warden of the P tor-House, 
who went through the empty fisrm of put- 
ting ballots into their hands for deposit in 
the box. Thus 239 votes were cast in the 
pauper precinct, of which certairdy not more 
than 25, at the outside estimate, vere lawful. 
The desperation of the crowd with which 
Mr. Hxstne allied his fortunes ci mnot be bet- 
ter illustrated than by the employment of the 
degraded and demented pauper class, sub- 
sisting upon the taxes of the- very people 
against whom they were voted. 

3. All the barnacles of the City4Zovernment, 
from Corvin down to the ganitors of the 
public schools, were ranged on the side of the 
Hestne ticket. No personal freedom in the 
exercise of suffrage was permitted to any 
employe, no matter how manial his service 
nor how poor his pay. All were compelled 
to contribute a certain proportion of their 
salaries for the benefit of the rotten Ring 
ticket. This infamous practice was inaugu- 
rated for the first time in the history of the 
city or county. There were feebie protests 
against it, but the managers of the Devil- 
Fish crowd were inexorable, and the contri- 
bution was laid upon all the employes under 
penalty of discharge after the election. It 
has been said that, in some of the city de- 
partments, as in most of the county depart- 
ments, the number of employes was tempo- 
rarily increased in order to get additional con- 
tributions and additional votes. The city 
contractors were likewise disciplined, and en- 
gaged to vote their laboring men solidly 
against the tax-payers on whom they live, 

4. The police were forced to give aid and 
comfort to the Devil-Fish crowd. We believe 
that there was an honest effort on the part of 
some of the Chiefs to act fairly in the face of 
the terrorism exercised over them; but there 
was an undercurrent in the force, conse- 
quent upon the persistent packing of the 
rank and file that has been going on for two 
years, which was entirely sympathetic with 
the criminal classes at the polls. ‘This was 
evidenced by the refusal of the patrolmen at 
various precincts to assist the challengers in 
enforcing their rights under the law. The 
incident in the First Ward where a challenger 
was set upon, pounded, and at last stabbed, 
because he insisted upon doing his duty, is a 
fair sample of the action of the police in 
many wards, for, instead of arresting the 
bullies and would-be assassins, the police 
took the assaulted challenger off to the sta- 
tion! In one or two precincts the challen- 
gers were denied all their rights, and the 
police refused them any protection, but 
turned against them. 

5. The election-boards were packed with 
judges and clerks upon whom the County 
Ring thought they could rely to bring in the 
proper majorities. In only a few of the pre- 
cincts, where the character of the vote was 
such as to preclude the possibility of swin- 
dling, was the Republican party given any 
representation whatever. In a majority of 
the precincts, the judges and clerks were all 
o the Ring selection, and the Republicans, 
backed by the more respectable Democrats 
and the merchants and honest voters without 
regard to party, demanded one judge out of 
three at each precinct, but they were refused. 
The Ring were determined there should be no 
witnesses to the contemplated frauds. The 
arrangements were intended to be perfect for 
repeating, for ballot-box stuffing, and for 
false counting.

Such were the agencies employed to assist 
the strong personal influence of Mr. Ilesine 
and the powerful coalition of/ foreigners 
which he had formed. That they were over- 
come and defeated by the respectable people 
and honest voters, is the most hopeful sign 
of the emancipation of our local Government 
from the corruption which has grown up 
within the past two years. It has been de- 
monstrated that, when the honest people 
choose to come forward in their own defense, 
organize with a will, and resolve to put down 
any combination menacing the municipal 
safety, they may succeed. ‘There is hope and 
promise in this fact for the result of next 
spring's ‘election, when this many-armed 
monster of local corruption will dispute the 
ground again with scarcely less 
than it exerted last Tuesday. If the tax- 
payers and honest voters will organize then 
as they organized in the recent election, 
there will be no doubt of the result; but to 
defeat the same crowd again will require the 
same Vigilance. They will then be laid low 
for many years to come.

In the course of this business Grand 
Juries all over the State found indictments 
against large numbers of prominent Demo- 
crats who had grown old, gray, and rich in 
politics and contracts; men who had made 
aud unmade Governors; who packed and 
ruled conventions; whose slates were al- 
ways accepted; who made Senators and As- 
semblymen, and bought and sold them like 
cattle. These men were, in their way, popu- 
lar party idols, and, though doubtless guilty of 
long-continued robbery of the State, were 
nevertheless monarchs in large political cir- 
cles. The most of them had possibly, in 
1874, worked zealously for Tor and Re- 
form,” not expecting that Torx would be- 
gin his reform by indicting and exposing 
themselves. 
At the late election in New York these in- 
dicted Democrats sought revenge.

No ma- 
terial accessions have been made to their 
navy.

Turkey is to-day no more 
in accordance with modern civilization than 
she was before the Crimean war, and before 
English money poured into her coffers to en- 
able her in reality to maintain her supremacy 
ever her Christian subjects and grind them 
down still further into the dust.

On 
the other hand, instead of making 
reforms and of improving the condition 
of the Danubian provinces, she has robbed,

Robinson then deliberately took a ra- 
zor from a box near him. and approached his 
Uttle girl, his only daughter. who was lying in 
bed, and, seizing her, cut her throat from ear to 
ear. He followed this muraer by taking the 
life of the sou whom he had first shot in bed in 
the same manner. Robinson then jumped on 
his horse, and, up to the time of writing, 
has not been hunted down.

JUDGE THOMAS L. JEWETT.

Civcmyati, Nov. 4.—A distinguished Obioan 
has passed away. Judge Thomas L. Jewett died 
at the St. Nicholas Hotel night before last, at 
about 11 o’clock.

Judge Jewett enjoyed the absolute 
confidence of the Pennsylvania road manage- 
ment, and has always been taken into their coun- 
sels im reference to their Western connections, 
and exercised much influence with them. Since the 
accident to his brother, H. J. Jewett, he devoted 
time in aiding that gentleman in the discharge 
of the important duties of his high trust. 
Judge Jewett was originally a Democrat, and. 
as such, was elected a Judge. At the breaking 
out of the War he aliied himself with the 
Republican party. He was an intimate friend of 
Secretary Stanton. A few years aso he had a 
serious attack of paral from which he re- 
covered.

the East is now leaded up with the most important 

cereal—wheat—and provisions are not yet ready to 

move, owing to the tardy manner in which the packing 

season bas opened up. Hence little Eastern demand 

now, and Western buyers bold off in sympathy. 
There were noimportant changes in any of the fea- 
tures of the dry-goods market. In a quiet way a very 


respectable aggregate of sales was accomplished, and 


at fully sustained prices, The grocery market was 
active in some departments and dull in others, but, as 
a whole, was satisfactorily active. The quotable 
changes were confined to \c decline in Rio coffee, 
though there was a weak feeling in sugar and rice. 
The butter and cheese markets presented much the 
same characteristics as during the preceding days of 
the week, trade ruling quiet with values weak and un- 
setiled. There was a fair movement in foreign dried 
fruits at fully sustained prices. Fish were quoted un- 
changed, Prices of coal, wood, leather, begging, and 
tobacco, remain as before. Oils were healt in moder- 
ately at the revised quotations of Wednesday. 

At the lumber-yards trade continues active, and the 
common grades of lumber are firm, The offerings at 
the docks were small, and lower and medium quali- 
ties were strong. In the wool market there was no 
change. The demand is limited to small orders from 
Western mills, but the stock being small, is held with 
some firmness. Seeds were quiet except timothy, which 
was more active yesterday and firm, at recent 
prices. Hops and hay were unchanged, The demand 
for broom-corn continues active and prices are with- 
out quotable change, but for some grades are easy, 
owing to increased receipts. Potatoes and other vege- 
tables were slow and easy. Green fruits sold to the ro- 
tail trade and choice assorted apples in lots to ship- 
pers, all at fuil recent prices, Poultry, game, and aggs 
were in moderate demand, all being steady except 
poultry, which ruled easier under liberal offerings,

a THE WOMAN’S UNION. 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE FIRST ANNUAL MEETING. 
The anoual meeting of the Woman's Christian 

Temperence Union was held in the First Church 
at 2:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon. Miss Fran- 
ces E. Willard presided. 

Prayer was offered up and hymns sung, Mrs. 
S. F. Rounds conducting the religious exercises. 

A brief sketch of thé Temperance Union, or- 
ganized in March, 1874, was read by Miss Emma 
Dryer. The efforts of the Union in la- 
boring with the Common Council were 
graphically described, and complimentary ref- 
erences were made to the clergymen of 
the different churches who used their great in- 
fluence for the advancement of temperance prin- 
ciples. The Woman's Temperance Union was 
first formally organized March 21, 1874, and 
Mrs. Moses Smith was the first President. Sev- 
eral discussious bad taken place, especially as 
tothe matter of pledges. Three forms had 
finaily been adopted; one for clergymen, one 
for saloon-keepers, and one for citizens at large. 
The progress of the work was encouraging, and 
promised well for the future. 

The work of the past year was reviewed by Mrs. 
L. R. Hall, one of the Secretaries of the Union. 

REPORTS. 

Mrs. Isabella Jones, Treasurer of the Union, 
read the annual report, from which the follow- 
ing figures are extracted: Total receipts from 
November, 1874, to October, 1875, inclusive, 
2 disbursements, $1,561.97; balance, 

The report of the Finance Committee was 
read by Mrs. Case. The paper stated that 
the Committee was originally composed 
of two gentiemen and three ladies. Ther 
had had plenty of bard work, and the ladies had 
been materially assisced iu their financial labors 
by Mr. J. W. Dean, one of the male members of 
the Committee. He attended some of the meet- 
ings, bot, apart from him, the ladies had not 
been materially aided by the gentlemen, except 
in the way of subscriptions. The latter were 
seldom refused, Several promised donations 
bad not yet been collected, but the prospects 
were good that all the money would be taken in 
before many weeks. 

Mies Everts had, within a short period, sne- 
ceeded im collecting $125. Mrs. Carse had ar- 
ranged a plan to get 100 geatlemen to subscribe 
$10 each, no one being assed to pay until the 
100 pames were obiained. Several gentlemen 
paid on solicitation, without waiting for the 
names. The labor of making collections was 
pretty severe, but the ladies, so far, had no 
reason to complain of ill success. Some 75 per 
— of all the money subscribed would be real - 


Mrs. M. B. Holvoke read a very rhetorical 
sketch of the Woman's Temperance movement, 
which she characterized as the leading reform 
effort of the age.

THE MASS-MEETING. 
EXCHANGE OF EXPERIENCES. 

To call the assembly at Methodist Church 
Block last evening a mass- meeting ” would be 
to apply to ita misnomer. It was not extraor- 
dinary in point of numbers, but it represented 
a very intelligent portion of our citizens. Upon 
the platform were Miss Frances E. Willard, Mrs. 
M. B. Holyoke, Mrs. James Hobbes, Mrs. L. A. 
Hagans, Mrs. Dr. Jatkins, Mrs. T. B. Carse. 

Miss Frances E. Willard presided. 

MRS, JENNIE F. WILLING, 

President of the Woman’s Christian Union of 
Dlinois, was introduced, and addressed the meot- 
ing at some length. She said that as Hercules 
bad strangled the serpent sent by Juno to de- 
stroy him, America had destroyed one great ser- 
pent,—human slavery. There.was another ser- 
pent, and one of no less power, and it was the 
evil of intemperance. The great trouble about 
the matter was the prevailing inertia among 
good people. It was well to understacd its mag- 
nitude, and, in order to point this out, she would 
compare it with something else. The Chicago 
fire probably sank $3,000,000, but in. 
temperance sinks 8300, 000, 000, 00 yearly 
in this country. One hundred thousand 
people were turued ont of their homes, but 
intemperance makes 600,000 people worse than 
homeless every year. Sixty thousand people 
would be dead of strong drink within a tweive- 
month. There was a grand army of a million 
sots. human lepers, marching on, its numbers 
continually increasing. Could a nation stand 
such a constant strain upon its inhabitants ? 
How should the evil be mot? The speaker 
thought no half-measures would answer. It 
must be total abstinence and legal probibition. 

It was said that people wou!d have whisky un- 
der all circumstances, and the revenue produced 
was one of the chief props of the Government. 
In a certain town in another State the speaker 
bad found from statistics that the annual rev- 
enue from this source was $15,000. On the 
other hand, @100,000 was what it cost to take 
care of the criminal business in that State. Re- 
spectable liquor-dealing was the worst of the 
whole lot. As a Quaker once said to a liquor- 
dealer: **Thee’s the worst of the whole lot. 
Thee takes our respectable 3 meu, gi ves 
them liquor, and then turns them out to the low 
doggeries.” 

t has been said that prohivition was a failure. 
It had been tried, it was said, in Maine, and 
failed. Why then did the liquor dealers oppose 
it so vigorously ? Not one-tenth part of the 
liquor was sold now that was sold formerly in 
that State. Well,” said one, law is a good 
thing, but we have no public sentiment.” The 
» said it was the duty of all Christians to 
make a sentiment on the subject. and Christian | 
women were especially adapted to the work.

Mrs. Willing, President of the State Temper- 
ance Union, spoke of the necessity for thorough 
organization of the tewperance work in the city. 
She would advise the formation of a union for 
every three or four churehes, with 6 prayer- 
meeting once a week, at which reports of proz- 
ress could bes made. Mrs. Willing was very 
hopeful of the uliimate success in work. She 
believed the ladies of Chicago could arouse a 
sentiment and work such a reform that all the 
whisky would be thrown in Lake Michigau in 
ten years. Bui to do this they must work and 
pray together. 

Mrs. T. C. Hill, a very pleasant looking, mid- 
dle-aged Friend, upon being invited to teil the 
meeting what was being done in her town, said 
that at Western Springs they bad no organiza- 
tion, but every time she came to town she 
dropped into the temperance meeting. Her 
heart was in the work, and she trusted it would 
go on. 

Miss Mary Everts was convinced that nine- 
teuths of che effo.ts put forth in the cause of 
temperance were successful, and these efforts 
were toward prevention rather than cure. An 
ounce of the former was worth several hundred 
weight of the latter. 

Mrs. Hoyt, of Hyde Park. gave an encour- 

ging account of adrunkard’s thorough refor- 
mation, aud urged, the necessity of continued la- 
bor in the cause. 

Mrs. A. J. Brown, of Evanston, spoke of the 
progress made in ber town. She had organized 
a society of boys and young men called the 
Band of Hope.“ Tracts were being distributed, 
regular meetings held, and work done to put 
dowo profanity and intemperance in drinking 
smoking, aud chewing. It was not connected 
with the Temperance Union, but was simply u 
private effort to maintain the cause of tempe- 
rance in connection with their church and Sun- 
day-school. The enthusiasm, instead of flag- 

ing, Was certainly increasing. The speaker said 

o boys taught each other, the temperance 
catechiem was used at times, anecdotes related, 
and the meetings conducted by the boys almost 
entirely. She never asked the boys if they had 
broken their pledges. She thought their con- 
sciences would prompt them to reveal the fact 
if they had, and she would not insult them by 
asking them.

Suit Against John H. Mueller for 
Alleged Lobby Services, 


Counterfeiters Held for Trial—Another 
Long-Suffering Wife. 


Record of Judgments and New Suits, 


LOBBY SERVICES. 

About four weeks ago a judgment was enter- 
ed by default in the Superior Court in favor of 
Samuel E. Hibbard, aod against John H. Muel- 
ler, for the sum of $53,890.42. The amount was 


large, the defendant well known as the con- 
tractor for the stone to be furnished for the 
new Custom-Honse, but the declaration was 
very non-committal, it only naming the common 
courts, anda judgment was entered quietly, 
though not without great hesitation on the part 
of Judge Gary. Yesterday afternoon, notice 

v beeu viously given, a motion 
mar ga * the defendant to set 
aside the judgment on the ground of 
want of consideration. A large number of affi- 
davits were read on both sides and there were 
rich promises of revelations of corruption of 
officials in high circles, whose names even could 
not be profanely mentioned. Among others it 
was aseertedin one of the affidavits that the 
Hon. C. B. Farwell’s influence had been secured 
through Hibbard, for Mueller. Mr. Farwell; 
however, filed an aftidavit avowing bimselt most 
innocent and ignorant of everything of the kind. 
It was finally agreed that if the plaintiff would 
agree to try the dase in a week before 
a member of the bar, the default 
should stand until the trial, but if that propo- 
sition was dechned the default should be set 
aside and the defendant allowed to plead on giv- 
ing bond io the sum of $5,000 forthe payment 
of whate er judgment might be rendered against 
unn 
Judge Gary, in deciding the motion, said that 
the affidavite did not show that Hibbard had 
ever performed a doliar’s worth of service for 
Mueller in getting the contract, farther, perhaps, 
than taking a note to a sub-editor on the Zven- 
ing Journal, for which 20 ehillings would have 
been ample remuneration, and he did not think 
that the plaintiff would recover. He 
was willing that the parties should teke 
a change of venue if they wished on the 
ground of his being vrejudiced, but if he was 
obliged to hear the vaso be would do it as he 
would witness a dog-fig#t. without any feeling. 
The lawyers on each side, however, expressed 
their entire confidence in the Judge's impartiality, 
and were willing, notwithstanding the expression 
of bis opinion, to try the case before him. 
The services are understood to be for obtain- 
ing the coptract for Mueller for furnishing the 
cut stone for the Custom-House, which bas 
made so much trouble. Ihe revelations promise 
to be decided'y rich, but owing to the fact that 
the attorneys on either side, J. L. High and E. 
A. Stoors, appatently anxious to avoid pub- 
licity, by leave of Court toes away ail 
the affidavits which had been filed, no particu- 
lars can be given. It is assertea that Mr. HAib- 
bard is only a figure-head, as it were, „ no 
interest in the salt and that other and better- 
known men are the interested parties, who are 
not over-anxious to have their names known.

COUNIERFEITERS IN TROUBLE. 

The Grand Jury in the United States District 
Court returned two indictments Wednesday, one 
against Benjamin Boyd and the other against 
Almmnda Boyd. Theze parties were arrested 
a short time ago by Elmer Wasbburn, Chief of the 
Secret Service, and sre charged with having in 
their possession two plates for printing counter- 
telt $100 Treasury notes, and two plates for 
counterfe ting #20 -greenbachs, which they had 
caused to be engraved, and from which a num- 
ber of counterfeit notes had been printed.

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WESTERN PORK-PACKERS. 

Convention at Keokuk, Ta., of This 
Ctass of Society Thereabouwts. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Kroko, Ia., Nov. 4.—Pursuant to the call 
issued some time since, a Convention of the 
Pork-Packers of this section of the West was 
held in the United States District Court-Room in 
this city, this afternoon. Quincy and Carthage, 
III., West Point, Ottumwa,. Barlington, Fort 
Madison aod Keokuk, Is., and Hanmbal and 
LaGrange, Mo., were represented. James Ad- 
ams, of Culver, was chosen President, A. J. 

tilwell, of Hannibal, Vice-President, and George 
A. Horton, of Keokuk, Secretary. The Commit- 
tee on Business, through its Chairman, George 
B. Smyth, of Keokuk, reported the following 
resolutions, which were adopted: 

I. We coromend the adoption of the rules and regu- 
lations applying to the packing of bogs, their out aud 
cure, adopted by the National Pork-Packers’ Conven- 
tion recently held in St. Louis. 

2. That, in view of the risk of sending money into

4. The purchase of hogs, when they are bought 
u pon the representation of seller, the price agreed on 
forthe same is for good, emooth, well-fatted mer- 
chantable hogs. Any overgrown, rough, or parily- 
faited hogs to be rejected and taken only ata price 
that may be agreed on, crippled hogs, pigay sows, and 
stags, in All cases to be rejected, or, if taken froma 
ser. one-third to be deducted from the price of good 
hogs for stags, one-fourth for crippled hogs, and 40 

wunde to deducted or peaey sows, 
hereas, from the best information we can 
obtaln, the packing season promises to open late, and 
we deem it to our interest to atandon the purchase of 
hogs on commission, we hereby agree to pay the 
farmers, drovers, and shippers of hogsin our respec- 
tive localities for their hogs delivered and weighed 
at our respective packing points relative prices to the 
prices ruling in Chicago, St. Louis, and other large

One account gives the credit to Dr. Mao- 
Lean, the other to Dr. Frothingham.— both of 
the Medical Department of Michigan Universi- 
ty,—and both accounts claim that there is but 
one other successful operation of the kind on 
record, - that performed by Prof. Syme, of Edin- 
burg, some twenty years ago. 

My object in rehearsing the above statement 
is simply for the purpose of putting upon record 
anotber case of ligating the common carotid ar- 
tery, which I witpessed when a student in the 
Medical Department of Trausylvanta University, 
at ae, Ky., in the year 1842. The oper- 
ator was k. Benjamin W. Dudley, who was 
regarded in his day as the the Magnus Apollo of 
American surgeons. The subject of the opera- 
tion was about 35 years old, and the occasion 
was in consequence of an aveurism by suasto- 
mosis of the branches of the common carotid 
artery within the brain. Prof. Dudiey informed 
the class that this was such a case as was not 
met with upon record. Ihe aneurismal tumor 
was 80 large that the eye of the man was pro- 
truded from ite socket toa very considerable 
distance, the eyeball itself being very much 
enlarg There was, also., a protrusion ex- 
tending from the temple forward to the external 
canthus of the eve, and its vertical diameter ex- 
tending from about the temporal ridge until 
it rested upon the os malar,—the whole tem- 
ple being thus cplarged by a complete mesh or 
network made up by anastomosis of the branches 
of the carotid artery. Prof. Dudley said be was 
compelied to infer that a portion of the temporal 
bone, the temporal plate of the os spheroides, 
and the orbiter piate of the eye, were absorbed. 
The operation was an embarrassing and a tedious 
one, occupying about thirty minutes; and the 
embarrassment and delay were occasioned by 
the tion of the inferior thyroideal arterv, 
which made its way just exterior to the carotid 
which was to be tied, and fromthe fact thata 
recurrent branch of the par vagum 
was enveloped in the eame _ sheath 
with the artery. The aneuriemal pulsa- 
tion was almost instantly arrested upon 
tightening the ligature, taougha very slight pul- 
sation was perceptible up to about thirty hours, 
when the patient was last reported before the 
class. He was then doing well, and in about 
two weeks from that time returned to his homo 
in Tennessee. I regret that I did not obtain 
more miunte information of the case, up to the 
time of his departure, but the operatien was 
successful so far as it was in the power of sur- 
gery to cure. 

I do not know that a record of Prof. Dudley's 
surgical cases was ever published, but his repu- 
tation was co-extevsive with the entire South- 
west. I myself witnessed his 161et and 162d 
operations of lithotomy, which will show the ex- 
tent of his practice. e was then, perhaps, a 
little past middle life, and every variety of case 
was brought to him.

acquired a good education, the fault shall be 
their own. 

If Tae Tarot will only lend its voice in sup- 
port of thie cause, it will do a good which will 
be appreciated by thousands.

CRIMINAL. 
PASSERS OF COUNTERFEIT MONEY. 

James Burus. James Ryan, and Michael But 
ler, were yesterday arraigned before Commis- 
sioner Hoyne charged with passing counterfeit 
money, and, in the course of the examination. 
the doings of an extensive gang of ‘‘shovers of 
the queer” were brought to light. Burns, the 
king bee of this branch of the gang, has been 
traveling through Indiana and Illinois as a cattle 
merchant, general dealer in produce, and specu- 
lator. His method of procedure was to buy 
whatever he could among the farming community 
for cash, haggling very little about the price— 
and always making a trade when anvthing was 
to be sold. He invariably paid in 810 
bills on the Richmond National Bank, of Rich- 
mond, Iud., and they were of course undeniably 
bad. One of his transactions, out of a large 
number, was the purchase of two cows and a 
calf from a German farmer, to whom he paid 
#130 in bad bills—all tene. He went off rejoic- 
iog inthis case and sold the cattle for good 
money; but the German, having occasion to buy 
other stock, and finding the money bad, 
followed him and caused bis arrest 
and arraignment. He was held in $5,000 bail to 
appear before the District Court of the United 
States for this district, and in $1,000 bail to ap- 
pear before the District Court in Indiana, where 
some of the transactions were alleged to have 
taken place. 

Michael Butler was arrested at the same time 
as Burne, but his connection was not clearly es- 
tablished as to the bad money. He claimed to 
be only adriver of catile in the pay of Burns, 
and entirely innocent of any connection with 
all wrong doings of his employer. This 
did not appear altogether probable to the Com- 
missioner, and he accordingly heid the accused 
to the District Court in $3,000 bail.

THE ILLINOIS RAILROAD LAW 


Supreme Court Opinion in the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Case. 


A Reversal on all the Counts in 
the Declaration. 


The Oounts Averring Extortion Declared 
to Be Defective, 


Conflicting Opinion as to That Charging 
Unjust Discrimination, 


The Constitutionality of the Law As- 
smued by the Decision. 


Effect of the Decision on the Chicago & Alton 
Case Now Pending. 


UNJUST DISCRIMINATION, 
THE PEOPLE VS. THE C., B. & d. RAILROAD. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Spnaivorizxp, III., Nov. 4.—The opinion of the 
Supreme Court in the case of The People vs. 
The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad was 
filed in the Clerk's office here to-day, aud a dis- 
senting opinion was also filed. The full text 
is given below : 

This was an action of debt brought to recover pen- 
alties under the act to prevent extortion and unjust 
discrimination in the rates charged for the transporta- 
tion of passengers and freight on railroads ia this 
State, etc., approved * 4, 1873. The suit was com- 
menced May 21, 1%. The declaration con- 
tained twenty counts, the first nineteen of which 
were for extortion, and the twentieth one for unjust 
discrimination, The defendant pleaded three special 
pleas, to which a demurrer was sustained, and the de- 
fendant electing to abide by the pleas, the Court, the 
Jury being waived, beard tue evidence and fixed the 
penalty for 

A VIOLATION OF THE STATUTE 

at 51,000, and gave judgment therefor, from which de- 
fendant briags tuis appeal. It is urged that tue 
court below erred in not carrying back the demurrer 
and sustaining it to the declaration. Appellant 
insists that the declaration is defective in not aver- 
ring that a schedule of reasonable rates of 
charges for the transportation of passengers and 
freight had beon established as provided for by the 
eighth section of the act, and that the detendaut had 
demanded and received compensation in excess there- 
of. The statute provides in Sec. 1, that “if any rail- 
road corporation in this State shall charge, collect, 
demand, or receive more than a fair and reasonaule 
rate of toll or compensation for the trausport tion or 
freight, etc., the same shall be deemed guilty of ex- 
tortion, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
with as hereinafter provided,” and in 
Sec. 2, that “if any such railroad corporation 
shall make any unjust discrimination in its rates or 
charges of toll or compens.tion for the transportation 
of passengers or freigut, etc., the same shall be deemed 
guilty of having vioiated the provisions of the act, 
and, upon cunviction, shal) be treated as (hereinafter 
provided,”

PENALTIES. 

Section 4 provides that any such railroad corpora- 
tion guilty of extortion, or of making any unjust die- 
crimination as to passengers or freigut rates, etc., 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined in any 
sum not less than $1,000 nor more than $5,000 
for the first offense, and for the second offense 
not less than $5,000 nor more than $10,000, and for the 
third offense not less than.$10,000 nor more than 820. 
000, and for every subsequent offense and conviction 
thereof shall be liable to a fine of $25,000.” 

SCHEDULES. 

Sec, 8 directs the Railroad and Warehouse Commie- 
sioners to make for each of the railroad corporations 
doing business in this State as soon as practicabie a 
schedule of reasonable maximum rates of charges for 
the transportation of passengers, freight, and cars, 
on each of said railroads, and said schedules 
shall in all suits brought against any such railroad cor- 
porations, wherein is in any way involved the charges 
of any such corporation for the transportation of any 
passenger, or freight, or cars, or unjust discrimina- 
tion in relation thereto, be deemed and taken in all 
courts of this State as prima facie evidence that the 
rates therein fixed are reasonable maximum rates of 
charges for the transportation of passengers, and 
treighta, and cars, upon the railroads for which said 
schedules may have been respectively prepared, 
Said Commissioners shall from time to 
time, and as often as circumstances may re- 
quire, change and revise said schedules. When any 
schedules shall have been made or revised as afvure- 
said, it shall be the duty of said Commissioners to 
cause publication to be made for three successive 
weeks in some public newspaper published in the City 
of Springfield, in this State; provided, that the 
schedules thus prepared shall not be taken as prima 
facie evidence as herein provided until the sehedules 
shall have been preps and published as sforesaid 
for all the railroad companies now organized under 
the laws of this State, and until the 15th day of Janu- 
ary, A. D. 1874, or until ten days after the meet- 
ing of the next session of this General 
Assembly, provided a session of the General Assembly 
shall be held previous to the Iöth day of January 
aforesaid, etc.

DISSENTING OPINION. 

Judges Walker and Scaoiield filed the follow- 
ing dissenting opinion: 

We concur in reversing the judgment in this 


majority of the Court, especially 80 lar as it may be 
said to assume the coustitutjonsiity of the act under 
discussion. As the majority of the Court have avoidei 
any discussion of the real merits of the case, we do not 
deem it necessary to express our viows at length. 
We bold that the first, second, and third sections of 
the act create compiete offeuses independent of the 
eighth section; tuat the fourth section imposes peusl- 
tics for their violation; that the eighih section only 
prescribes a rule of evidence on the tria! for the recov- 
ery of the penalty. Whether that section is valid and 
has changed the rule does not, as we think, arise on 
the pleadings, and can only be presented for 
decision when the schedules provided for by it 
shall be offered im evidence. We hold that 
the averments contained in the twentieth count show a 
violation of the second and third sections of the act, 
and that it is good.

ANOTHER CASE. 
THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS VS. THE CHICAGO 
& ALTON. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tridune. 

Sprinoerieip, III., Nov. 24.—The trial of the 
important railroad case of the Railroad Commis- 
siopers against the Chicago & Alton Railroad 
Company was resumed this morning. The case 
was opened in behalf of the People by John 
Mayer Palmer, Esq., and on the part of the de- 
fense by Judge Beckwith.
